George W- Wilson supported the 
(election. 
The decision of the council, when 
It adopted a resolution calling the 
•lection, followed a pasvlous ac­ 
tion when 
it voted 
unanimously 
to decide the question hy popular 
■vote. 
At 
that 
time 
Councilman 
Clapp eupported the motion. Pro­ 
test was made last night that the 
previous action was based on a 
petition signed by only a few men, 
the

made th eir appearance a lot of pieces wh ich , by

of the a postolic fathers. Bat It is 
good, I think, 
that out of the 
piety ajnd practices of the Charoh 
has come this world-wide festiv a l 
of Easter in which men and w o­ 
men 
ev erywhere stop 
to 
ponder 
the affirmation and assura nce of 
those deathless v alues tha t J esus 
of 
Nazareth 
uniquely 
dramatized 
and 
drov e home to the heart of 
humanity. 
T h ere is noth ing eith er irrever­ 
ent or inappropriate in th e fact 
th at in th e nam e and nature of th e 
E aster festival th e pagan festival 
of 
spring

w ith th e C h ristian celebration of 
th e trium ph 
and 
tim elessness of 
Him wbe gave to C h ristianity its 
nam e 
and 
invested 
it 
w ith 
th e 
pow er th at h as m ade it personally 
redem ptive 
and 
socially 
r e v o lu ­ 
tionary over th e centuries. 
For th e m eaning of 
Jesus to 
m ankind defies 
th e monopoly 
of 
any sect or of any statem ent and 
take» all of life for Its field. 
W h erever a bud b ursts th rough 
a seed-w all and lifts th e face of 
life out of seem ing death , w h er­ 
ever life-giving ligh t falls sudden­ 
ly upon death -suggesting darkness,! 
th ere is sym bolism of th e Proph et 
out of N azareth , wh o brough t a 
new dynam ic to a decadent tim e 
and. 
despite calum ny and cruci­ 
fixion, stands out across th e ages 
as th e lord of th e th ings th at are 
death less.

Wh en one of th ese boy* comes 
h ome, or goes to th e teach er w-ith 
a com plaint about th e oth er fel­ 
lows listen th rough h is words and 
try to get th e picture of th e mind 
of th e ch ild wh o is in such tro u­ 
ble-

does h e fear it? 
H e need to h old 
h ie o ii w ith h is playm ates. 
Is 
th ere any reason beyond th at of 
h is stage of grow th for h is tim ­ 
idity? 
Make sure. 
H ave th e specialiet look th is lad 
over from h ead to toe. 
It som e­ 
tim es h appens th at developm ent is 
delayed because of a lack of nour­ 
ish m ent. 
Th e boy refuses to eat 
food

needs. 
Or h ie glands are not se­ 
creting th e essential elem ents for 
h is grow th in th e q uality or q uan­ 
tity needed. 
Or h e is set to a 
slow rh yth m of grow th th at

th e oth er boys reach ed in m onth s. 
We cannot tell until we study th e 


boy in q uestion 
In th e m eantim e we can teach 
h im to take care of h im self a lit­ 
tle. 
We can teach h im to laugh 
a t m any of th e taunt* th a t are 
flung a t h im. 
We can h elp h im 
acq uire an attitude of mind th at 
th row s off th e affronts and 
th e 
sligh ts. 
T h is we do by explaining 
h is stage of grow th to h im and 
giving h im th e h ope th a t before 
long h e wdll be w earing th e long 
trousers and feeling th e down on 
h is upper lips w ith th e beet of h is 
tnrm enters.

from brooding upon h im self as a 
h elples failure by teling h im th at 
h e h as little to do w ith th e m atter, 
nor h ad h is com panions anyth ing 
to do w ith th eir speedy growth .
